Bloody Battle Had 
Been Threatened In 
Ar^eiitiiia's CrÎHÎs 


BUENOS AIRES (AP)-Presi- 
dent J ose Mario Guido won a 
truce today from embattled army 
chiefs who called out tanks and 
artillery in a threatened bliKxi- 
spilling in the nation's crisis over 
Peronism. 


(Cavalry Gen. Enrique Rauch, 
who staged a lightning rebellion 
agamst the army high command 
and launched a column of tanks 
and troop carriers against the 
capital in support frf the presi­ 
dent. told newsmen the truce was 
reached at a summit meeting of 
military chiefs.

Can A Defectio n Be Stag ed? 


Th e report th at two Soviet defectors to 
th e West h ave redefected to Moscow —■ with 
considerable propaganda fanfare — sparks 
some intriguing th ough ts on th e fine points 
of waging cold war. 
If th eir story to a Russian news confer­ 
ence can be taken at face value, th ey be­ 
came disillusioned with Western life wh en 
U.S. intelligence agents kept th em under 
wraps and h ounded th em for information 
about goings-on beh ind th e Iron Curtain. 
Th is strikes us pretty much th e way th e 
1960 U-2 affair did: Th ere is a sense of 
security to be derived from knowing our un­ 
dercover men are on th e job. 
If our agents failed to make every ef­ 
fort (1) to ascertain th e sincerity of appar­ 
ent defectors and (2) to learn wh at th ey 
could of Soviet activity , we would need a 
new set of agents. 


BUT DBTJ.L for a moment on th e pos­ 
sibility th at th e redefectors’ stories cannot 
he taken at face value. Suppose someth ing 
oth er th an th e dedication to duty of U.S. 
agents motivated th eir return to th eir na­ 
tive land. 
One very simple explanation migh t lie 
h omesickness, especially in th e case of th e 
defector wh ose wife left h im to go back 
h ome. Th is is a common h uman reaction 
to strange places, albeit th ey once looked 
like greener pastures. 
Now if a man left Soviet society in a 
well publicized defection and decided later 
h e wanted to return, wh at would be more 
logical th an to try to get back into th e 
good graces of h is Russian niles by claim­ 
ing h e h ad been mistreated bv' U.S. agents 
and th at h e h ad found Russian life to be 
th e best, after all? 


THE REALLY intriguing th ough t we h ad 
on th e wh ole affair, h owever, was th at it 
mijh t h ave been staged from th e beginning 
to climax as it did. Th is would be a real 


twisteroo on th e defection problem th e Com­ 
munists constantly face. 
Since th e propagandized news conference 
with th e redefectors was obviously intended 
primarily for h ome consumption, migh t not 
th is be a way of telling folks beh ind th e 
Iron Curtain th ey were in for some tough 
treatment by th e United States if th ey de­ 
fected to th e West? 
Th is idea seems supported by th e ch arge 
th at th e redefectors were “brainwash ed” by 
th e U.S. agents wh o h eld th em captive. Th is 
kind of twisteroo is a common Red tactic. 
May be th e idea is too fantastic to h ave 
actually h appened. But some migh ty fantas­ 
tic th ings h ave occurred in th ese long y ears 
of th e cold war. 


Let’s Keep It Clean 


New data from th e Oh io Department of 
High way s once more reminds of th e cost 
of “litterbugging”. 
Righ t-of-way cleanup costs were h igh er for 
th e calendar y ear 1961 th an in 1960. A report 
from th e 12 h igh way division offices sh ow's 
th e total in 1961, including labor and equip­ 
ment. was $540,035. Th is amount w*as spent 
'solely for th e removal of trash and d« feris 
from th e h igh way s and did not include brush 
cutting. Th e total in 1960 was $406,571. 
With th e spring driving season h ere and 
summer just arourxi th e comer, it’s time 
for more serious th ough t on th e matter by 
th e individual m(rforist. 
Residents of East Liverpool and oth er Co­ 
lumbiana County communities can h elp cut 
th e figures for 1962 by refusing to become 
“litterlxigs” . Th ere are proper places to dis­ 
pose of refuse. A h igh way is not one of 
th em. 
Tt could be costly , too. with th e maximum 
fine now $500 under Oh io’s anti-titter law. 
Do y our part to keep down th e costs of 
cleaning up. 


Realism In Campaig n Co sts 


As in all matters political, disagreement 
can be expected on th e merits of th e pro­ 
posals advanced by th e President’s Commis­ 
sion on Campaign Costs. 
But every body ough t to agree on its goal: 
to bnng a measure of reality to th e realm 
of campaign finance. 
Many of th e th ings th e commission’s re­ 
port told us we already knew; Limits on 
spending are meaningless; enforcement of 
th e limits is virtually nil; public suspicion of 
political finances is widespread. 


THE rO.MMISSION S proposals include re- 
moval of ceilings on spending, effective re­ 
porting and greater publicity of th e sources 
and uses of campaign funds and tax credits 
for contrih itors. 
Th e idea is to improve public confidence 
and th ereby widen th e base of contributions 
to our political sy stem. 
Th e commission itself is not sure its spe­ 
cific suggestions 
would 
accompli.sh 
th at 
goal. Consequently , it proposed th ey be tried 
for two presidential campaigns and th en re­ 
vised if th ey do not wtirk. 
Th at in itself is a realistic touch unusual 
in campaign-cost control plans. Perh aps it 


arises from a realization th at all th e nlans 
previously offered as panaceas h ave failed. 
.A good deal of th e trouble arises frmn a 
kind of national split personality of politics 
and government. 
Th e voters expect, on th e one band, th at 
parties and th eir candidates sh ould wage 
lively campaigns, carry th eir platforms and 
pledges to every part of th e union, readi 
th e mass of voters on th eir own h ome 
grounds. 


BIT, on th e oth er h and, th e public us­ 
ually raises its ey ebrows at reports (us­ 
ually more h inted at th an accurate) of h uge 
suras spent on travel, television, advertis­ 
ing in a variety of media, postijge and 
oth er meth ods of reach ing th e voters. Even 
now h eads are sh aking over th e commis­ 
sion’s report th at th e cost of 1960’s pr;’si- 
dcntial campaign ranged h etw-een $165 mil­ 
lion and $175 million 
Free elections cannot be conducted with out 
money . How to provide th e money with out 
taint of comiptton or unfair advantage h as 
both ered politicians for y ears. 
If th e President’s commission h as 
not 
found th e solution, oth er suggestions will be 
gratefully received.

With all due respect to th e medical scien­ 
tists wh o devote th eir lives and talents to 
telling us h ow to live longer and enjoy it, 
we must confess some sadness 
at th e

He was asked by a reporter 
wh eth er h e felt th at gains made 
th rough efficiency and lower costs 
ach ieved by modernized plant and 
equipment—frequently 
c a l l e d 
“ productivity ”—sh ould be sh ared 
by investors as well as l a b or . 
Th e President repli« !: 
“Th e owners of steel stocks 
h ave sh ared very much in th e 
last 10 y ears. I don’t th ink th ere 
is any question. I th ink th ere 
h as been a split of six times in 
toe United States Steel stocks 
since *48-’49, and th ey h ave been 
paid a very good dividend, and 
th ey h ave very strong equity . 
.And wh at is true of U S. Steel 
is true, even in greater extent, 
in oth er steel companies, and, 
as I h ave said, in industry in 
general. So th at I th ink th e sh are­ 
h olders will do very well.” 
.Also, earlier in toe same press- 
conference, in h is prepared state­ 
ment, Mr. Kennedy said; 
“I believe th at th e anticipated 
profits th is y ear for industry in 
general, and steel in particular, 
indicate th at th ese policies are 
meeting with some measure of 
success, and it’s a fact th at th e 
last quarter of last y ear, and 
1 th ink th e first quarter of th is 
y ear, will be th e h igh est profits 
in th e h istory of th is country , 
and th e h igh est number^ of people 
working, and toe h igh est produc­ 
tivity .” 
Now wh at are th e facts? In 
th e first place, steel profits still 
were low m th e last quarter of 
1961, and will h ardly approach 
previous records in th e first quar­ 
ter of 1961 but toe average per­ 
son will derive from th e Presi­ 
dent’s remarks th e impression 
th at steel profits h ave been ris­ 
ing steadily to th e h igh est point 
in th eir h istorv’. 
As for th e “h igh e.st profits” 
in industry in general, Mr. Ken­ 
nedy didn’t tell th e American 
people th e w'h ole story . 
Numerically , th ere are, for in­ 
stance, more people employ ed to­ 
day in th e United States th an 
ever before. How does th at h elp, 
h owever, th e more th an four mil­ 
lion wh o are unemploy ed?

But. even on corporate profiti 
for all industnes, th e President

Actually , as h e say s, corporate 
profits as a w’h ole for th e final 
quarter of 1961 were a record— 
at th e rate of $52.4 billion before 
taxes, or about $1 billion h igh er 
th an th e previous record. But 
figured in relation to gross na­ 
tional 
product—as 
it 
properly 
sh ould be to get a real com­ 
parison—toe profits were only 9 .7 
per cent, as contrasted with 18.2 
per cent 10 y ears ago. Tliis means 
th ey h ave declinol by 40 per 
cent in th e past decade. 
Th e average of all profits for 
th e nation last y ear was 8,8 per 
cent of gross natiMial product, 
wh ich was th e lowest since World 
War II w'ito toe exception of th e 
8.4 per cent in th e recession 
y ear of 1954. 
Th e 14-y ear average (19 48-19 60) 
was 10.8 per cent, w'h ich is two 
full points, or approximately 23 
per cent, above 1961. 
Th e same people w-ho h eard 
President Kennedy ’s glib presen­ 
tation on television will not get 
th ese facts. 


AS TO WHETHER th e inves­ 
tors h ave sh ared in th e 
ductivity formula, toe President's 
comment is also misleading. Th e 
profits of th e primary iron and 
steel industry —according to Se­ 
curity and Exch ange Commission 
reports—were at 4.58 per cent of 
sales in 1961. But th e 1947-60 av- 
erage was 6,14 per cent, or 34 
per cent above ikl. 
Now, as to toe splitting of th e 
stock of U.S. Steel, Mr. Kennedy 
neglected to point mit th at, if 
any one bough t one sh are of U.S. 
Steel stock in 1959 at th e market 
price of $108, h e now h as a 
stock w'orto about $64 and h as 
lost 40 per cent of h is invest­ 
ment. He h as gained noth ing at 
all 
out 
of 
toe 
productivity 
formula. 
Periiaps 
th e 
most 
confusing 
comment 
was 
th e 
President's 
statement th at “ if y ou c oul d 
get th e capacity of steel up to 83 
or 90 per cent, y ou would h ave 
a 1500 million increase in th eir 
profits at present prices.” 
.Mr, Kennedy got mixed up be­ 
tween production and capacity . 
Th e capacity of th e steel mills 
is relatively unch anged tnit th e 
proportion of total capacity actu­ 
ally used by toe industry isn’t 
going to get up to 85 or 9 0 per 
cent at any time in toe near 
future. 
Also, if prices arc mamtained 
at th e current level for th e total 
production 
being 
forecast 
for 
1962, th e steel companies wii! 
h ave a decrease in profits per 
ton in th e remainder of toe y ear 
due to th e h eavier expenses th ey 
now face. 
So th e truth is th e steel stock­ 
h olders in recent y ears h ave not 
sh ared in th e productivity gains 
at all, wh ile labor-wh ich h as h ad 
toree wage increases 
in 
four 
y ears—h as gott» i virtually all of 
th e productivity benefits. Yet th is 
isn’t wh at th e President told th e 
American p« >ple in h is public 
statements to toe press and over 
radio and television.

twisteroo on the defection problem the Cora* 
mumsts constantly face. 
Since the propagandized news conference 
with the redefedors was obviously intended 
primarily for home consumption, might not 
this be a way of telling folks behind the 
Iron Curtain they were in for some tough 
treatment by the United States if they de­ 
fected to the West? 
This idea seems supported by the charge 
that the redefedors were “brainwashed" by 
the U.S. agents who held them captive. This 
kind of twisteroo is a common Red tactic. 
Maybe the idea is too fantastic to have 
actually happened. But some mighty fantas­ 
tic things have occurred in these long years 
of the cold war. 


Hope And Strength For 2.000 Years 


The report that two Soviet defectors to 
the West have redefected to Moscow — with 
considerable propaganda fanfare — sparks 
some intriguing thoughts on the fine points 
of waging cold war. 
If their story to a Russian news confer­ 
ence can be taken at face value, they be­ 
came disillusioned with Western life when 
U.S. intelligence agents kept them under 
wraps and hounded them for information 
about goings-on behind the Iron Curtain 
This strikes us pretty much the way the 
1960 U-2 affair did: There is a sense of 
security to be derived from knowing our un­ 
dercover men are on the job. 
If our agents failed to make every ef­ 
fort (I) to ascertain the sincerity of appar­ 
ent defectors and (2) to learn what they 
could of Soviet activity, we would need a 
new set of agents. 


RUT DWEIX for a moment on the pos­ 
sibility that the redefedors’ stories cannot 
be taken at face value. Suppose something 
other than the dedication to duty of U.S. 
agents motivated their return to their na­ 
tive land, 
One very simple explanation 
might lie 
homesickness, especially in the case of the 
defector whose wife left him to go back 
home. This is a common human reaction 
to strange places, albeit they once looked 
like greener pastures. 
Now if a man left Soviet society in a 
well publicized defection and decided later 
he wanted to return, what would be more 
logical than to try to get hack into the 
good graces of his Russian rules by claim­ 
ing he had been mistreated by U.S. agents 
and that he had found Russian life to be 
the best, after all? 


TUE REALLY intriguing thought we had 
on the whole affair, however, was that it 
might have been staged from the beginning 
to climax as it did. This would be a real 


Let's Keep It Clean 


New data from the Ohio Department of 
Highways once more reminds of the cost 
of “litterbugging”. 
Right-of-way cleanup costs were higher for 
the calendar year 1961 than in 1960. A report 
from the 12 highway division offices shows 
the total in 1961, including labor and equip­ 
ment. was $540,035. This amount was spent 
solely for the removal of trash and debris 
from the highways and did not include brush 
cutting. The total in 1960 was $406,571. 
With the spring driving season here and 
summer just around the comer, it’s time 
for more serious thought on the matter by 
the individual motorist. 
Residents of East Liverpool and other Co­ 
lumbiana County communities can help cut 
the figures for 1962 by refusing to become 
“litterbugs” . There are proper places to dis­ 
pose of refuse. A highway is not one of 
them. 
It could be costly, too, with the maximum 
fine now $500 under Ohio’s anti-litter law. 
Do your part to keep down the costs of 
cleaning up. 


Realism In Campaign Costs 


As in all matters political, disagreement 
can be expected on the merits of the pro- 
pedals advanced by the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Campaign Costs. 
But everybody ought to agree on its goal: 
to bring a measure of reality to the realm 
of campaign finance. 
Many of the things the commission’s re­ 
port told us we already knew: Limits on 
spending are meaningless; enforcement of 
the limits is virtually nil; public suspicion of 
political finances is widespread. 


THE COMMISSION S proposals include re- 
moval of ceilings on spending, effective re­ 
porting and greater publicity of the sources 
and uses of campaign funds and tax credits 
for contributors. 
The idea is to improve public confidence 
and thereby widen the base of contributions 
to our political system. 
The commission itself is not sure its spe­ 
cific suggestions 
would 
accomplish 
that 
goal. Consequently, it proposed they be tried 
for two presidential campaigns and then re­ 
vised if they do not work. 
That in itself is a realistic touch unusual 
in campaign-cost control plans Perhaps it 


arises from a realization (hat all the elans 
previously offered as panaceas have failed. 
A good deal of the trouble arises from a 
kind of national split personality of politics 
and government. 
The voters expect, on the one hand, that 
parties and their candidates should wage 
lively campaigns, carry their platforms and 
pledges to every part of the union, reach 
the mass of voters on their own home 
grounds. 


BIT, on the other hand, the public us­ 
ually raises its eyebrows at reports (us­ 
ually more hinted at than accurate) of huge 
sums spent on travel, television, advertis­ 
ing in a variety of media, postage and 
other methods of reaching the voters. Even 
now heads are shaking over the commis­ 
sion’s report that the cost of 1960’s presi­ 
dential campaign ranged between $165 mil­ 
lion and $175 million. 
Free elections cannot be conducted without 
money. How to provide the money without 
taint of corruption or unfair advantage has 
bothered politicians for years. 
If the President’s commission has 
not 
found the solution, other suggestions will be 
gratefully received.

A new drive for a shorter work 
week may shorten President Ken­ 
nedy’s temper again — though 
the campaign has just been un­ 
leashed at New 
York by men 
devoted to him. 
The big push 
opened quietly 
e n o u g h . The 
r e a l 
thunder 
was rolling out 
of Washington. 
The offensive— 
though it is not 
meant to be so 
to the White House — was opened 
by the same forces which fought 
for and won the first official 5-hour 
day and 25-hour week. The White 
House just jabbed at that one and 
the flurry ami fury were over 
quicker than you can say Arthur 
Goldberg. After all, “oniv” 9.000 
electricians were involved 
But the new push here is for a 
reasonable facsimile of ti rat elec­ 
trical workers’ victory. But this 
time for one million New Y o r k 
unionists instead of a few thou­ 
sand 
If a million get it at New York, 
millions will follow right across 
the land. 
The first pitch in this big game 
came in the form of a special let­ 
ter dispatched to hundreds of local 
unions on Monday, April 16, by 
the “Shorter Work Week and Auto­ 
mation Committee of the New 
York City Central Labor Council 
AFL-CIO ” 
President of said council 
is 
Harry Van Arsdale who jet-pro­ 
pelled himself into world history 
by creating the 5-hour day for his 
people — effective this coming 
July I. 


THE COMMUNICATION itself

And what i* true of U S. Steel 
is true, even in greater extent, 
in other steel companies, and, 
as I have said, in industry in 
general. So that I think the share­ 
holders w ill do very well ” 
Also, earlier in the same press- 
conference. in his prepared state­ 
ment, Mr. Kennedy said: 
“I believe that the anticipated 
profits this year for industry in 
general, and steel in particular, 
indicate that these policies are 
meeting with some measure of 
success, and it’s a fact that the 
last quarter of last year, and 
I dunk the first quarter of this 
year, will be toe highest profits 
in the history of this country, 
and the highest number, of people 
working, and the highest produc­ 
tivity.” 
Now what are the facts? In 
the first place, steel profits still 
were low- in the last quarter of 
1961, and wall hardly approach 
previous records in toe first quar­ 
ter of 1961 but the average per­ 
son wall derive from the Presi­ 
dent’s remarks the impression 
that steel profits have been ris­ 
ing steadily to the highest point 
in their history. 
As for the “highest profits’* 
in industry rn general, Mr. Ken­ 
nedy didn’t tell the American 
people the whole story.

But, even on corporate profits 
for all industries, the President 
gave 
a 
figure 
that

Actually, as he says, corporate 
profits as a whole for toe final 
quarter of 19(51 were a record— 
at the rate of $52.4 billion before 
taxes, or about $1 billion higher 
than the previous record. But 
figured in relation to gross na­ 
tional 
product—as 
it 
properly 
should be to get a real com­ 
parison—the profits were only 9.7 
per cent, as contrasted with 16.2 
per cent IO years ago. This means 
they have declined by 40 per 
cent in the past decade. 
The average of all profits for 
the nation last year was 8.8 per 
cent of gross national product, 
which was the lowest since World 
War II with the exception of the 
8.4 per cent in the recession 
year of 1954. 
The 14-year average (1946-1960) 
was 10 8 per cent, which is two 
full points, or approximately 23 
per cent, above 1961. 
The same people who heard 
President Kennedy's glib presen­ 
tation on television will not get 
these facts. 


AS TO WHETHER the inves- 
tors have shared in the j^st- 
ductility formula, the President's 
comment is also misleading. The 
profits of the primary iron and 
steel industry—according to Se­ 
curity and Exchange Commission 
reports—were at 4.58 per cent of 
sales in 1961. But the 1947-60 av­ 
erage was 6 14 per cent, or 34 
per cent above 1961. 
Now, as to the splitting of the 
stock of U.S. Steel, Mr. Kennedy 
neglected to point out that, if 
anyone bought one share of U S. 
Steel stock in 1959 at the market 
price of $1(M?, he now has a 
stock worth about $64 and has 
lost 40 per cent of his invest­ 
ment. He has gained nothing at

Perhaps 
the 
most 
confusing 
comment 
was 
the 
President'* 
statement that “ if you c o u l d 
get the capacity (rf steel up to 83 
or 90 per cent, you would have 
a $500 million increase m their 
profits at present prices." 
Mr. Kennedy got mixed up be­ 
tween production and capacity. 
The capacity of toe steel mills 
is relatively unchanged but the 
proportion of total capacity actu­ 
ally used by the industry isn't 
going to get up to 85 or 90 per 
cent at any time rn the near 
future. 
Also, if prices are maintained 
at the current level for the total 
production 
being 
forecast 
for 
1962, the steel companies will 
have a decrease in profits per 
ton in the remainder (rf the year 
due to the heavier expenses they 
now face. 
So the truth is the steel stock­ 
holders in recent years have not 
shared in the productivity gains 
at all. while labor—which has had 
three wage increases 
in four 
years—has gotten virtually all of 
the productivity benefits. Yet this 
isn’t what the President told the 
American people in his public 
statements to the press and over 
radio and television.

But 
under French law, the sentence 
will be set aside and he will be 
tried in person, probably within a 
few weeks.

PARIS (AP) - Ex-Grn. Raoul 
Salan, captured chief of the Euro­ 
pean Secret Army Organization 
today faced a military trial and 
probable death sentence. His sup­ 
porters in the Algerian terrorist 
campaign reeled under the impact 
of his arrest. 
The secret army vowed to con­ 
tinue its desperate battle against 
Algerian independence, but many 
observers felt Salan's capture rep- 
sented a crippling and possible 
death blow to the underground or­ 
ganization. 
Salan, one of France’s most 
decorated soldiers, was the great 
rallying symbol to several thou­ 
sand European right-wingers and 
French arm y deserters. The ex­ 
tremists have been terrorizing Al­ 
gerian Moslems in hopes of forc­ 
ing Moslem retaliation that would 
prompt the government to call off 
plans for self-determination in Al­ 
geria. 
Word of Salan's capture in the 
heart of Algiers Friday plunged 
Algeria's European population in 
gloom. “We are lost.” said a Eu­ 
ropean resident of Algiers. 
Salan was flown to Paris hand­ 
cuffed and rushed to Sante Prison. 
Some 300 of his followers demon­ 
strated outside the prison, and 
imprisoned 
sympathizers 
rioted 
and set fire to a wooden partition 
inside. 
Salan, 63. a former five-star 
general, had been on the fugitive 
list for a year. His arrest re­ 
moved from circulation the last of 
four major figures in the abortive 
general’s revolt against De Gaulle 
in April 1961. 
Salan already had been sen­ 
tenced to death in absentia. But 
under French law, the sentence 
will be set aside and he will be 
tried in person, probably within a 
few weeks. The charges will stem 
from the revolt and his secret 
army leadership.

port have reached nearly every 
level at which the fight is being 
waged. 


U.S. naval advisor, accompany 
the armed junks protecting Viet 
Nam’s coast. U.S. Air Force pilots 
arc in the cockpits of Vietnamese 
fighters. 


U.S. Army advisors are in jun­ 
gles. forests and marshes, work­ 
ing with Vietnamese commanders 
down to the company level. 
More than 80 U.S. Army and 
Marine helicopters are carrying 
out almost daily troop-carrying 
missions, landing Vietnamese sol­ 
diers practically atop their tar­ 
gets. 
Somewhere in the South China

ready to 
strike if outside Communist pow­ 
ers should ever decide on open 
intervention here. 
About 6.000 Americans are be­ 
lieved to be in Viet Nam. 
U S. officials say this is not an 
American war but since Decem­ 
ber South Viet Nam has been able 
to seize the initiative largely be­ 
cause of American backing. 
Though classified technically as 
military secret, certain general 
facts about disposition of the U.S. 
groups have been disclosed.

Air Force: South Viet Nam has 
no jet aircraft and no bombers 
heavier than the World War II 
vintage, two-engine B26s. Its fleet 
of about 80 T28 fighter trainers 
carry the brunt of the air war 
agaias-t the Viet Cong, along with 
a number of AD6 fighter bombers. 
About 500 U.S. Air Force per­ 
sonnel are believed to be in Viet 
N a m . A squadron of specially 
modified U.S. Air Force C123 
transport planes is being used in 
spraying experiments aimed at 
killing foliage along roads. 
U.S. Air Force activities are 
kept under tight wraps, presuma­ 
bly because American pilots often 
serve in combat roles while in­ 
structing Vietnamese pilots. Amer­ 
icans are often at the controls in 
air strikes over Viet Cong strong­ 
holds. 
U.S. pilots also fly transport 
and leaflet-dropping missions. 
Marine Corps: The largest force 
of U.S. Marines, which arrived 
here last week, Is the helicopter 
company stationed at Soc Trang 
in the Mekong River Delta. The 
company has about 400 men and 
24 1134 troop-carrying helicopters.

Q. How can 1 easily make some 
step p ing stone for my yard or 
g arden? 
A. The easiest way I can think 
of is to dig a series of shallow 
holes, p our some concrete mix 
into each, and then smooth over. 
For concrete economy, you can 
first throw some stones or g ravel 
into the holes. 


Q. How can I remove tar sp ots 
from washable fabrics?

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Lions Hear Health Aide 
Satisfactory Tuberculin 


A satisfactory method of tu­ 
berculin testing is needed rn a 
continuous effort to u n c o v e r 
cases of tuberculosis, Miss Lil­ 
lian Schroeder, executive secre­ 
tary of the Columbiana County 
Public Health league, told the 
Lions Club Friday afternoon at 
the Travelers Hotel. 
Although deaths have decreas­ 
ed nationally, ll were recorded 
rn Columbiana County last year 
and 37 new' cases of the disease 
were discovered, she said 
Miss Schroeder said she would 
like to see a service club sponsor 
a tuberculin test for adults, point­ 
ing out most children receive the 
test in schools. Nearly 10.000 tests 
were given last year with 90 to 
IOO per cent participation rn the 
schools. 
Miss Schroeder described brief­ 
ly four tuberculin tests. They in­ 
clude the Mantoux. preferred by 
the medical profession although 
it must he used immediately, must 
be read within 48 to 72 hours and 
requires skill in reading. 
The Heaf test, which has been 
approved by the Columbiana Coun­ 
ty Medical Society, is now used 
in county schools. It can be read 
within three to seven days and it 
is possible for the person being 
tested to report the result, she 
said. 
The Tine test is new but is a 
self-contained painless test while 
the patch test, formerly given in 
county schools, is not recommend­ 
ed because it is not reliable, Miss 
Schroeder continued.

The widow of a beloved minister faced this feast alone and in despair: then from a pile of papers

and wanted to dee it? I did that 
spring of 1949. 
Early in that year. I had been happy in my 
snug little world. Then came a January morn­ 
ing when that world lay in pieces at my feet. 
My husband Peter Marshall was dead. Acute 
coronary occlusion, the doctor said. A single 
blood clot—a man’s life snuffed out at 4(1. 
As spring approached, I could scarcely bear 
the thought of Easter. I could never have an­ 
alyzed why I resisted even the general atmos­ 
phere of gladness. Would not my small son’s 
fun in coloring Easter eggs, the gay shop win­ 
dows, the usual triumphant church music mere­ 
ly mock my grief, throw into greater contrast 
my sense of loss? 
It was in this mood that I plunged into fren­ 
zied activity. A month earlier I had agreed to 
the editing of a book of Peter’s sermons. So 
now I plunged into the task of sorting out the 
sermon manuscripts. 
I remember that I chose for the task my fa­ 
vorite spot in our W ashington home— the sun­ 
room. There the windows were filled with 
shelves of colored pressed glass which Peter 
and I had collected during our summers on Cape 
Cod. The spring sunshine— filtering through the 
cranberry, amber, am ethyst, cobalt blue, opal­ 
escent glass— laid patterns of color on the floor 
and across the piles of papers. 
There were some 600 sermon manuscripts. I 
was trying to divide them into types: Biblical 
word pictures, those with a national or patri­ 
otic flavor, sermons on prayer, special-occasion 
ones, and so on. 
Suddenly beneath my hand was the last East­ 
er sermon that Peter had preached. Vividly I 
remembered that service. What a happy day it 
had been! And now? Bitterness seeped in. Shut 
off that train of thought, a part of my mind 
warned. Get on with your work. 
I was about to toss the sermon onto the 
special-occasion pile when my eyes were drawn 
like a magnet to the typed words before me. 
Soon I was caught up in the thoughts that 
flowed from line to line:

Armed with a No. 5 
golf iron and mindful of violent threats against his staff.

salesman Frank Dulan as reform 
candidate.

Egg white, slightly beaten 
2 teaspoons sugar 
1. Prepare pastry and fit lower crust into 
pie pan. Sprinkle tapioca over bottom of 
pastry shell; set aside. 
2. Wash rhubarb, trim off leaves and ends 
of stems, and cut into 1-in. pieces to 
make 6 cups. (Peel only if skin is tough.) 
3. Toss rhubarb with grenadine, then with 
a mixture of next four ingredients. Turn 
into pastry shell, heaping slightly in 
center; dot with butter. 
4. Moisten edge of bottom crust with wa­ 
ter for a tight seal. Cut a decorative de­ 
sign in top crust and carefully lay over 
filling. Seal edges and flute. 
5. Brush top lightly with egg white, then 
sprinkle with the 2 teaspoons sugar. 
6. Bake at 450°F 15 min.; reduce heat to 
375°F and bake 20 to 25 min. longer, or 
until golden brown.

1 pkg. butterscotch pudding 
and pie filling mix 
2 cups milk 
1 tablespoon batter 
3 tablespoons brown sugar

rections on package, using 2 cups milk. 
2. Remove from heat; blend in the butter. 
Turn into a shallow 3-cup baking dish. 
Sprinkle a mixture of the brown sugar 
and coconut evenly over the top.

from source of heat.

TO PREPARE AND COOK: IO MIN. 


2 cups fresh raspberries, rinsed

small heavy saucepan. Blend in sugar.
